DEAR DR. LAWRENCE: I 


am only 32 years old and al- 
ready my teeth are looking 
long. It seems my gums are 
leaving my teeth.

Most players would rebid 


three d i a m o n d s over their 
partner's two spades, but not 
the Hog. The hand just might 
play in hearts and in that 
case he wanted to be the first 
to bid that suit. 


Looking over dummy care- 


fully, he r e m a r k e d , "We 
might have bid a little more," 
and proceeded to take dum- 
my's ace. Then he ruffed a 
spade with the ace of trumps, 
entered d u m m y with the 
queen of clubs, ruffed another 
spade; entered dummy with 
the ace of clubs, ruffed dum- 
my's last spade, led his last 
trump, overtook in dummy, 
drew the rest of the trumps, 
led dummy's ace of diamonds, 
laughed triumphantly when 
West s h o w e d out and ex- 
plained that he had just made 
an overtrick for an absolute 
top.

fected. It's no longer neces- 
sary to sit around and wait 
for your teeth to fall out and 
have dentures made. The sit- 
uation is not quite as bad as 
the one Victor Borge tells 
about his father, who dis- 
covered a drug for which no 
known disease has yet been 
found. 


Modern dental techniques 


have saved many loose teeth 
that a few years ago were ex- 
tracted. Bone and gums can't 
be made to grow back to 
their previous position but 
they can be made healthy, 
and the shrinkage process can 
be arrested, 
or at 
least 


slowed, so that teeth can be 
saved for many years. 


As for making models of 


one's teeth so dentures can 
be made at some future date, 
it's a great idea and simple 
and inexpensive to have done.

NEW YORK-(NEA)—Even when Emile Griffith is serious 


and subdued, as he professes to be for his rematch with 
Nino Benvenuti, dispossessor of his middleweight title, there's 
more bounce and frivolity to him than a nightclub M.C. 


Emile froths over with energy and extraversion. He smiles 


and he claps you on the shoulder. He chatters rapidly in that 
discernible Virgin Islands' lilt and arches his eyebrows. But 
since last April, when Benvenuti knocked him down and 
eventually walked of! with the championship Emile had held 
for 51 weeks, an introspective demeanor has conflicted with 
his natural jauntiness. 


"It wasn't me last time," he says, reflectively. "I was 


jumping around like a frog. When I knock him down in the 
fourth round, I thought I could put him away any time. 


"I lost because I get careless. But he's a good fighter." 
And so, because he acknowledges that the Italian champion 


is no fluke, Emile has varied the pattern of his life. A 
minimum of pachanga and boogaloo, a maximum of drudging 
physical preparation. He used to go to camp three weeks 
before a title defense (Emile is an old hand at winning and 
losing titles since he swapped oft the welterweight crown 
three times before graduating to the middleweight class). 
This time he went away six weeks ahead of time. 


And when he wasn't sweating, he pondered. 
"I fight him stupid," he admits. "I try to get him with one 


big punch when I got to throw combinations." 


And the movies of the first fight revealed that Emile kept 


looping an overhand right lead to the head, trying to repeat 
the smash that twirled Nino to the canvas early in the bout. 
He whacked a lot of air (and sometimes Nino's ample hair), 
but never had the invader in trouble again. 


"I think," muses Griffith, "I took him lightly. I didn't know 


too much about him. He's seen me fight quite a few times. 
This time I have all my equipment that I need to know." 


Still, it might not be enough. Griffith never has been the 


smartest fighter in the world. He's a swarmer who clambers 
all over his opponent in a style that matches his effusive 
personality, and a lot of it is based on the fact that he can 
generally bulldoze the other guy physically. 


But Emile is, after all, a heavily muscled welterweight 


who gives away several inches in height and reach, plus a 
few pounds in weight to Benvenuti, who is an appropriately 
proportioned 160-pounder. Nino didn't let Griffith shove him 
around in close. 


The Italian fighter was also smart enough to realize you 


don't fight a mauler like Griffith at close quarters. You stick 
him and move and periodically set to deliver fast combina- 
tions that will keep Griffith off stride. The tactic is perfectly 
suited to Benvenuti's fairly classic style of fighting. 


Willie Pep, the old featherweight artisan, notes explicitly, 


"You can't fight the other guy's fight and beat him. Ben- 
venuti has to stay away from him again, and I think he can 
do it." 


So do I, Willie. The pattern of the fight will be set in the 


first two or three rounds, which figure to be furious as Grif- 
fith tries to take charge and make the Italian champ respect 
his punching ability. Nino's no cream puff at mixing it up. 
If he doesn't get tagged early, his natural skills and superior 
ring strategy should keep Griffith off balance until the zing 
goes out of him. 


Then, Benvenuti will be calling all the shots in a fight that 


could drag as the rounds wear on. 


If you don't get the idea by now, the prediction here is that 


Nino Benvenuti will retain his title with a 15-round decision.
